COUNTY PLAYGROUND 


Supervisors Purchase Scenic Spot in Sierras for Use as 
Summer Camp 


' The playground has been chris- 
tened Camp McClellan. The formal 
opening will be August 10. Camp 
locations may be obtained only by 
permit from Fred W. Wadsworth, 
superintendent. His office will be 
in a new community building soon 


‘cated on the camp grounds. 

The camp itself, at 7000 feet 
elevation, can now be reached by 
way of Cajon road, with a detour 
of sixteen miles by a good dirt 
road, into Swartout Valle The 
county is now completing a link 
of three miles to join the road by 
Palmdale and through Mint Can- 
yon. By this route the distance 
is only eighty-six miles from the 
Courthouse... 


WILL, WIDEN ROAD 

It is planned to establish a con- 
trol on the dirt road leading to 
the camp. Eventually it will be 
widened, because it is predicted 
that McClellan Camp will be the 
most popular playground in South- 
ern California. 

Chairman McClellan of the Board 
of Supervisors has had this spot 
in mind for years. The 540 acres 
were acquired for $60,000. 

After leaving the dirt road, the 
automobilist enters a glade. Can- 
yons lead from the glade. People 
desiring to erect cabing in the can- 
do so by paying a nom- 
inal sum for a lease of the ground. 
Broad trails lead to the divide, 
which has an elevation of 8000 feet. 
The trails lead through buckthorn

It is a wondrous ride along the 
Cajon Road. Yuccas grow along 
the highway.

want to preserve the yuccas and 
the wild flowers for the pleastre of 
the people. The man or the wom- 
an who wantonly plucks them up 
youth not despoil his own gar- 
en,” 


FIREARMS BARRED 

Supt. Wadsworth states that 
persons carrying firearms will not 
be tolerated. Liquor cannot be 
carried into the camp. Disorder- 
ly persons will not be permitted to 
enter. 

Everything for the comfort and 
enjoyment of campers will be pro- 
vided. Cement toilets and stone 
ovens will be constructed. The 
mountain stream may be widened 
into a lake, where children may 
sail boats, but they may not wade 
in it, as the water is for domestic 
purposes. Splendid springs will be 
Piped to the camp. This water is 
perfectly pure. / 

No snakes have been found in 
the camp grounds. It is too high 
for flies and mosquitoes. 

The canyons have been named 
after the Supervisors, Bean, Cogs- 
well, Woodley, Wright, County

Inspiration Point, Yosemite. So 
close apparently that one could toss 
a stone to it, is Old Baldy on the 
left.. North Baldy is on the right.

CAN VIEW DESERT 
Looking beyond North Baldy is 
Antelope Valley. A vast stretch 
of the desert lies under the eye, 
the Black Buttes in the near dis- 
tance and the great Dry Lake forty 
miles away.

All Proportion; Increases 92 
Per Cent in 10 Years

In discussing the cost of government it is customary to speak of 
“per capita cost,” that is to say, the fotal cost divided by the total 
number of inhabitants, showing what proportion of that cost is ex- 
pended for each resident. This does not mean, however, that it is fig- 
ured on the basis of the number of people actually benefited or directly 
affected by any given governmental! operation. 

Before proceeding with the discussion of the cost_of govern- 
ment in California, it will be well to consider the relation an increase in 
ae and the extent of a State's area bear to the per capita cost 

ures. 

An increase in population, were the expenser to remain the same, 
would servesto reduce the per capita cost, If the expenses increased 
in the same proportion ae the population, the per capita cost would 
not change. If the per capita cost increases it means that the ex- 
penditures are increasing in greater 
warrants. 


a OUT OF ALL PROPORTION 

Tn 1919 the per capita cost of government was $11.33. In 1909 it 
cost only. $5.88 for every person in the State. While the population in- 
creased 47 -per cent (1910-1920) the expenses over a similar period 
increased $2 per cent. ‘ 

A State with a small number of inhabitante will always show & 
higher per capita government cost than a densely populated State, 
neonate the overhead expense will be practically the same in each 
nstance. 

' In other words, a State must pay its Governor, Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State, Treasurer, Attorney-General, Auditor, con- 
troller or other financial officers and heads of departments approxi- 
mately the same salary when it hae a population of 155,000, like Ne- 
vada, as when its population increases to 2,500,000, like Wisconsin. 


APPEARS LESS ECONOMICAL 

In calculating the expense on a per capita basis, the sparsely set- 
tled State will appear less economical than it may be, in fact, when 
compared with a densely populated State. 

The area of a State and the manner in which ite inhabitants 
are distributed in that area are also factors to be considered in fiscal 
administration. 

If the population is more or less evenly distributed over a large 
area it presents greater difficulties than if its population were dense in 
particular sectiong and scattered in gihers. ) 

For instance, in States such as Nevada, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Montana, the inhabitants are grouped in smal! communities, at a 
considerable distance from each other, in widely separated parts of the 
State. Officers, or departments, charged with the enforcement of laws 
which require the inspection of private or public agencies probably will 
find only one agency demanding their attention in each community— 
and each community will probably have one agency of each class, be- 
cause great distances prohibit dependence upon outside agencies. 

In these States an officer must spend an entire day in a town for 
every fraction of a day employed in inspection of an agency, and pos- 
sibly consume another day reaching the next town, often spending 
thirty or forty days in viakting fifteen agencies throughout the State.

These two metropolitan districts embrace the bulk of the industrial 
and commercial activities of the State, and the bulk of the State func- 
tions affecting them are performed within this radius.

To all but’relatives and his clos- 
est friends, the end was unex- 
pected, for while he lay fighting 
stubbornly against 
the guarded gates to his beautiful 
acres, no hint was given that he 
even Was indisposed. 


TOMB NEARS COMPLETION 


Death struck down the aged man 
of finance just as his own tomb 
was nearing completion. A year 
ago workmen began building a 
pure white granite mausoleum for 
him’‘on the highest ridge in the 
Sleepy Hollow Cemetery, half a 
mile south of his estate. It is al- 
most complete, now, and in a few 
weeks the bodies of Mr. Rocke- 
feller and “his wife, who preceded 
him to the grave, will be pldced 
within the $250,000 tomb. 

The two wealthy brothers—John 
D. and William-—journeyed last 
week to the farm on which both of 
them were born near Richford, in 
Tioga county. For three days they 
remained ther, reviving memories 
of their boyhood. It was the ex- 
haustion from this trip, Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s doctors said, that weakened 
him just before his fata) iliness. 


CATCHES COLD. 
The two brothers returned to 


their estates from Tioga county 
last Friday night. 


ing to New York when important 
business matters arose the follow- 


rains in New York and on the trip 
home that evening, and shortly 
after midnight the cold which. he 
had caught became serious. 

Physicians were called in before 
dawn on Sunday. They found Mr. 
Rockefeller suffering an acute at- 
tack of indigestion. The next day 
pre-existent kidney trouble began 
to trouble him again, and the cold 
developed into pneumonia. Gradu- 
ally the oil magnate grew worse, 
but all along his indomitable spirit 
fought against the disease that 
gripped him more strongly each 
hour. 


OXYGEN ADMINISTERED 


Last night Mr. Rockefeller’s 
breathing grew weaker and from 
then until 6:49; o’clock this morn- 
ing, when he expired, oxygen was 
administered continuously. 

Although a Baptist, Mr. Rocke- 
feller, when living upon his es- 
tate, attended services at st. 
Mary's Episcopal Church at Scar- 
borough, @ short distance north 
along the Albany post road, and 
the rector at that church, ev. 
Dr. C. W. Baldwin, will conduct 
the funeral services at the home. 

There will be no music at the 
funeral of Mr. Rockefeller, tenta- 
tively set for next Monday after- 
noon. From the services at the 
home, which are to be’ private, 
receiving vault in Sleepy Hollow 
Cemetery, there te remain until 
the mausoleum is finisned. 


CAREER REVIEWED 

William Rockefeller had been in 
fi health for many years. The 
state of his health, in fact. and 
his whereabouts, became a matter 
of intense public curiosity § in 
1912-18, when the Congressional 
committee investigating the money 
trust desired him as a witness. He 
could not be found. 

For months the  sergeant-at- 
arms of the House of Representa- 
tives led a eearch which was fruit- 
less. The financier’s Fifth-avenue 
house in New York was besieged 
by subpoena servers, detectives, 
reporters and an idle throng for 
days; his residence at Tarrytown. 
N. Y., the Standard Ol! offices on 
Broadway, and his clubs were 
watched without avail. 


ATTORNEYS CAPITULATE 

When attorneys representing him 
finally capitulated by accepting the 
subponea for him, it developed that 
he was at Nassau, Bahama islands, 
but his physicians emphatically 
maintained that to ask Mr. Rocke- 
feller to answer questions on a 
witness stand was to invite his 
death. He was subject to such 
spasms of coughing, that speech 
above a whisper was likely to 
strangle him. 

The Pujo Committee, still deter- 
mined to get his testimony con- 
cerning an alleged manipulation of 
the copper market with H. H. Rog- 
ers several years previously, ar- 
ra a speccial sitting in the fin- 
ancier’s cottage at Jeky Island. 
but had proceeded with less than a 
dozen questions when the witness 
was seized with laryngeal spasms 
and palsy. The committee was un- 
able to continue without fear of 
causing his death. 

It was then that his physician 
admitted he was suffering from a 
cancer of the throat. 

The subponea-servers’ search for 
Mr. Rockefeller, which, it was esti- 
mated, cost the government many 
thousands of dollars, was the most 
conspicuous feature in newspaper 
history of his latter life. Although 
the active head of the Standard 
Oll Company of New York from 
its establishment, in 1865, to 1911, 
and one of the richest men in 
America, his prominence was over- 
shadowed by that of his elder broth- 
er, John D. Rockefeller, the found. 
er of the Rockefeller interests

of the parent company. 


COMPARISON OF BROTHERS 


They were both born in Rich- 
ford, Tioga county, N. Y., on their 
father’s farm; William on May 31. 
1841, two years after the birth of 
John. In Cleveland, O., to which 
place the family removed while 
the brothers were boys, William 
began his mercantile career in the 
produce commission business, as 
aid his brother, and joined the lat- 
ter soon after he became interest- 
ed in oll, about 1862. 

The establishment, soon after- 
ward, of a branch office tn New 
York, led to the removal of Wil- 
liam Rockefeller to that city to 
take charge of it. 
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was the active head of the New 
York company. 

In almost every except 
his success as an oi] magnate, Wil- 
liam Rockefeller differed from his 
brother. He was a clubman; his 
brother belonged to none. He was 
interested but slightly in philan- 
thropic work of any kind, or re- 
ligious activity. 

Alongside the blocks of millions 
his brother gave away, William 
Rockefeller’s. largest known gift 
was $100,000 to Wellesley College. 
He was an enthusiastic motorist, 
and saw nothing in golf, of whch 
his brother is such a devotee. He 
did not enjoy the latter's 
health. 

Although there was no known 
estrangement and they both had 
summer residences at Tarrytown, 
N. Y., the brothers were seldom 
seen together. 

Willlam: Rockefeller departed 
further afield from the oll indus- 
try than did his brother. He was 
a large factor in the railway 
world, having succeeded Cornelius 
Vanderbilt as a director of the 
New York Central Railroad and 
having been an officer or director 
of a score of other important 
transportation lines, and as many 
more miscellaneous enterprises, 
including large interests in copper, 
insurance and public utilities. 

On May 25, 1864, he was mar- 
ried to Almira Geraldine Goodsell 
of Fairfield, Ct. He had two sons 
and two daughters, William G., 
Percy A., Ethel G., wife of Mar- 
cellus H. Dodge and Emma, wife 
of Dr. David H. McAlpin, Jr.

A WHITE BLACKBERRY 


White blackberries, of course, are al- 
ready known in the United States, and hav. 
never become popular here. One which 
I found in Ecuador, however, may be better 
than those previously tried in this country. 
The Ecuadorean white blackberry is an 
albino form of Rubus adenotrichos, which 
grows in the Andes at an elevation of about 
12,000 feet. The fruits are of much the 
same size and shape as the cultivated 
blackberries of the United States, and are 
cream-white in color. In both flavor and 
quality they are quite good. | 

The Tungurahua raspberry, a variety of 
Rubus roseus, yields fruits more than twice 
as large as the red raspberries cultivated in 
the United States. They are often more 
than an inch long. This plant grows in 
Ecuador at elevations between 10,000 and 
13,000 feet, and is particularly abundant 
upon the Blopes of the volcano Tungurahua.
